Just as 
vulgar people, having neither lineage nor 
culture, seek to make a fine appearance by 
the wearing of costly and gaudy apparel, 
80 writers, possessed neither of ideas nor 
experience, attempt to shine in plumage 
plucked out of the dictionary. Thus the 
table of the editor is every day loaded with 
crude essays on all sorts of subjects, which 
might be serviceable if they were written 
in plain English, on one side of a sheet of 
paper, and at half the length ordinarily 
given to them. 

Brevity, which is the soul of wit, is the 
soul of newspaper writing. The newspa- 
per is a vehicle for facts chiefly. 
tions should be rare. Opinions must be 
rendered forcibly if they are readable. 
Pithiness of expression—paint and direct- 
ness of purpose—that which is neat and 
plain—the whole joined toa familiar yet 
well-bred tone of voice as it were—for 
newspapers have a tone of voice of their 


| own—these are the virtues which writers 
| forthe press should cultivate. They should 
_ remember that they are talking, so to say, 


to the public; that they have it as it were 
vy tke bution, and eosk to enlighten oF 
They must not attempt to 
impose upap its supposed credulity. They 
must pot baw! at the top of their lungs as 
if they were speechifying. But they should 
use all gently, bearing this in mind, that 
the newspaper and its readers are on famil- 
lar terms, that their relations are inti- 
mate and kipdly, that good sense and 

mutual respect must lie at the bottom 

of the intercourse if it be perme 
| nemt, and that rant and fustian, sham and 
| pretense, passion and falsehood, are sure to 
expose themselves and to become objects 
of either derision or distrust. The tone of 
modern culture, art and thought—the tone 
| of society, of music, of sclence—is su®dued, 

The actor dare not tear a passion to tatters 

now-a-days. The school of Liszt and De 
| Meyer bas been sucoseded by the school of 
Mendelssohn, Heller and Chopin. Spread- 
eagicism is gone out of fashion. Repres- 
sion is the presiding deity of the time; and 
good sense and good fecling and honesty of 
purpose must appear in all work which is 
intended for public inspection. The people 
are grown wondrous wise and detective, 
They havea keen sense of the absurd 
Exaggeration only reacts against itself, and 
is not an indication of strength, sincerity 
| or feeling. 

Cerrespondestsa—whether they write 
upon political questions or communicate 
matters of fact—should bear these things 
in mind. Reporters especially cannot 
| treasure them too carefully. They are the 


| foundation-stones of a good, work-e-day 
| newspaper style. Tall writing is not good 
writing. tes very bad writing. No wri- 
| ting is good that does not commend itself 

to the respect of intelligent men who dis- 
sent from its conclusions It should be 
such that they can not avoid a certain in- 
fluence possessed by that which is honest 
and robust. The literary dawdler—the
